The first thought 
was that other hunters were in 
the area and were making a 
blind. This stick busting find log 
thumping' went on for about fif¬ 
teen minutes. I disgustedly de- 
cended from the tree and quietly 
made my way across the small 
swamp to give the hunters I fig¬ 
ured were there a piece of my 
mind. To my surprise and con¬ 
sternation, three white flags 
went up in front of me and there 
went the quarry that I had been 
patiently waiting all morning 
for. The deer were eating, acorns 
and going into the tops of trees 
that had been left a few "years 
before by lumbermen that had 
cut off the area.
